Orders relating totheSocietf 
in General, 

■HAT this Society b« 
n called by the Kame of 
I 'tht Society far framatinff 
I Chrifiidti KiiowUdfit ana 
I that they meet Wrtkly 

on every 7Uryi/*y» atFiTcof theClocK 

iq the Evening prccilely. 

A 1 NV. 
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II. That no Bufincfs be begun till the 
Devotions agreed upon by the Society 
are per for mM •, and if the Day of Meet- 
ing happens to be on a Holy ^ Day ^ the 
Colledt for the Day (ball be added to 
the Prayers, which the Secretary is to 
put the Society in mind of. 

III. That the Chair be filled Monthly 
by a Rotation of Members, that fhall 
be prefent the laft Thurfday of every 
Month, according to their Seniority ia 
the Society, excepting in that Month 
when the Society (hall have their general 
Anniverfary Meeting to Dine together ^ 
and that this Order be read when a 
Choice of Chairman is to be made. 

IV. That the Chairman (hall attend 
at each Meeting in the Month he is to 
ferve i but in Cafe of his Abfence, he 
may depute any Relident Member in 
his Room J and that it be the Chair- 
man's Part to preferve Order, prevent 
Heats, and to take Care that no onp 
interrupts another in Speaking. 

V. Ihat noBufinefs (hall be begun 
before Five a Clock i nor then, unlefs 
the Chairman and Four more of the 
p^eiident Members be prefent. 

VI. 
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VI. That in the Want of a fufficient 
Number of Members to make a Quo- 
runty any two Refiding Members, with 
the Secretary^ may perufe the Letters 
fent to the Society, and direft the Ab- 
ftraftingof them. 

VII. That three Refiding Members 
do make a Quorum^ to do Bufinefs ac 
the Committee. 

VIII. That at every Meeting of the 
Society, the Minutes taken the pre- 
ceding Meeting fliall be read twice over ; 
then the Abftradls of Letters of tlie 
faid Day ; after which, all new Moti- 
ons and Reports ihall be made, and 
Letters read. 

15t. That before any Perfon be ad- 
mitted a Refiding Member, the Perfoa 
who propofes hito Ihall afliire the So- 
ciety of his having taken the Oaths^ 
and that be is well affedled to His 
Majefty King GEORGE and His 
Government, and to the Church of 
England as by Law Eftablifli'd : That 
fuch Propoial be made at two feveral 
Meetings, and then, if it be thought 
fit to procede, (except in the Cafe 
after- mentioned, ) two of the Refiding 
Members fliall be defired to enquire. 
Whether the Perfon proposed be of a 



fober and religions Life and Cotfvcr- 
fation, and of an humble and charitable 
Difpofition ? After whofe Report, the 
, Society fhall proceed to choofe or re- 
fiife Inch Perfon : And the Members 
dfreded to make fuch Enquiry, are 
to make their Reports either by 
Word or Writing, at the next Meet- 
ing: And that this Order be read, 
when fuch Enquiry is direded. But 
when any Bifhop of the Church of 
Efigtsmd Is propos'd as aforefaid, he 
may bechofe a Member, without any 
fuch Enauiry. 

X. That the Choice of Refident 
Members be made by Balloting; as 
alfa the Determination of fuch Quefti- 
ons as the Society Ih^p not otherwife 
decide \ which Balloting ibalP be made 
by the Refident Members only *, and for 
preventing the Meflfenger from prefent^ 
mg the Box to any other, this Order 
Jhall be read upon every Occafion of 
Balloting ; and when the Numbers in 
Balloting are equal, it be in the Power 
of the Chairman to determine the 
Matter. 

XI. That every Perfon chofen a Re- 
fiding Member, do, at his Admiflion, 
or it not in Town, upon Notice of hrs

XII. that no Member do withdravr 
his Sabfcription from this Society, 
ifirithout a previous Notice ot direc 
Months. 

XIII. That no Ferfod be taken Ko- 
tice of on the Minutes as a R^fideat 
Member, till he hiis paid down and 
fublcribed by himfelf, or Proxy, as 
mentioned Order XI. 

XIV. That the SecritMry^ once % 
Qparter, lay before the Society, a Lift 
of fuch as have been chofen for Re« 
lident Members j to the End, that tlS6Ct 
that have not attended and fobfcribcd, 
may be called upon by the Perfons that 
proposM them. 
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XV. That every Pcrfon propos'd for 
a Correfponding Member, (hall ftand 
propos'd a Week before he be admit- 
ted ; and that no one, except a Foreign- 
er, be chofen a Correfponding Mem- 
ber, before the Society is cenify'd of 
bis Willingnefs to correfpond with 
them ; and that fuch Choice be de- 
clar'd in the Minutes. 

XVI. That if any Correfponding 
Member Ihall omit to correfpond with 
the Society, by Letter or otherwife, 
for I twelve Months, the Secretary Ihall 
give Notice of fuch Oraiflion to the 
Society. 

XVII. That this Society will al- 
ways decline the Intermeddling with 
fuch Matters as are Foreign to their 
Defign of Promoting Chriftian Know- 
ledge. 

XVIII. That no Order propos'd for 
a Standing Order, Ihall be efteeroed 
fuch, till three Months after its being 
propos'd ■■, and that a Copy of all fuch 
Orders be laid before the Chairmsa 
every firfi: Thurfday in the Month. 

XIX. That none of the Standing Or- 
ders berepeal'd, fufpcnded, orahcr'd, 
till fuch Repeal, Sufpenfion, or Alte- 
ration, has been propos'd at two fuc- 

ceffvvc 
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ccllivc Meetings, aad not dctctmrrtcd 
till a third Meeting, when there fhalf 
be at leall; l^ine Members prefent ; and 
that the fame Rule be obfcrv'd for re- 
voking or altering any Thing that has 
been fettled by Balloting. 

XX. That it be recommended to 
every Member, to pray to Almighty 
God for a Blefling on the Confulcati- 
ons and Endeavours of the Society. 

XXI. That when any Member of 
the Society is indifpos'd,, and defires 
the Prayers of the Society, that the 
Collea or Colleas ufed in the Office 
for Vifiting the Sick, be added to the 
Collefts ufed by the Society. 

XXII. That the Orders of this So- 
ciety be read the firft Thurfday after 
every Quarter Day, before any new 
Motion is made -, and that the Secretary 
do put the Chairman in mind thereof

furer. 

I.npHAT a diftinft Account be 
X i^^pt of all Gifts made to the 
Society. 
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• IT. That thi Accounts of thh Socie- 
ty be Audited every Year, within a 
Month after Chrijhuss: and that an 
Account of aU Arrears be, upon the Re^ 
port of fuch Audit, laid before the 
::iociety^ and that fuch Members as 
ihall he found in Arrear above Eight 
Quarters, be put in mind thereof by the 
Sicntary* 

III. That no Sum exceeding Forty 
SbiBhigs be difpbs'd of, without confi- 
dering the State of the Society's Cafh. 

IV. That the Treafurer do, aftet- 
*very Quarter Day, fend to all the 
Refident Members, one of a Sort of all 
new Books and Papers admitted by the 
Society the preceding Quarter.

IV. That there be ati Index of 
:^anies and Things contained in the 
Abftraft of Letters, and in the Mi* 
nutes. 

V. That the Secretary do enter the 
Accounts ot the Socitety into the Great- 
Book, immediately after every Audit. 

VI. That the Account of Charity* 
Schools be, for the future, ready to be 
fent to the Prefs at VIHriifimtidej with- 
out waiting for any further Account 
from the Correfpondents. 

VH. That a Copy of all the Stand- 
ing Orders ot the Society, be laid before 
the Chairman at every Meeting of the 
Society. 
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VIII. That a Lift be rtade Yearly of 
lAX the Correfponding Members to 
whom Packets are lent, and that the 
lame be laid before the Society within 
a Month after all the Packets are fent 
away.

I.tTpH A T no Manufcript be print- 
1 ed, nor any Printed Book or 
Paper bought, in order to be difpers'd 
by the Society, but fuch as (hall have 
been firfl approved in manner follow- 
ing \ that is to fay. When any Ma- 
il ufcript or Printed Book, &c* fhall be 
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recommended to the Society, fuch 
Ajfanufcript, or Printed Book, &c. fhall 
be referred to the Committee, to con- 
fider. Whether a Book on fuch a Sub- 
jeft be wanting, or may be nfeful to 
the Defigns of the Society ; and if 
tjhey are of Opinion, fuch a Book may 
be ufeful, it (hall be referr'd to the 
Pprufal of Four Refident Members, 
to be feverally nam'd at Four feveral 
Meetings, who are to report their 
Opinions thereof to the Society as foon 
as may be •, after which, if it b^ 
thought fit to proceed, it Ihall be dei 
termmed by Balloting, whether fuch 
Manufcript fhall be printed, or fnch 
Book bought, in order to be dif- 
perfed. 

II. That the Time for fuch Deter- 
mination concerning a Printed Book, 
&c. fhall be the lafl Thurfday in the 
Klonth, wherein the lafl Report touch- 
ing the fame is made ; and if a Manu- 
fcript, it fhall be the laft Thurfday ir] 
the following Month, after the laft 
keport concerning fuch Manufcript is 
made : And in the mean time, Copies 
of fuch Printed Book, &e. and fuch 
M^ufcript, fhall lie on the Tabled 
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for die Pcrufal of any other of the 
Members if they pleafe. 

HI. That no Book or Paper receiv'd 
by the Society, of which they have 
the Property, be imprinted without a 
new Order. 

IV. That any Paper drawn up by 
the Committee, and afterwards read 
and approved of by the Society, may 
be Printed, and dtQ)ers'd as the SocU 
ittj fliall think fit, without being exa- 
xnm'd in the Manner aforefaid.

That if any Book, approv'd of 
in Manner aforefaid, Diall be altered, or 
receive any Additions, fuch Book fliall 
not be printed or difper^'d, till fuch 
Alterations, or Additions, fhall have 
been referred to the Committee, and 
^irerwards approved by the Society.
